Senator W arner and Gentlemen of 
the Committee: I am deeply sensible 
of the honor which tho Republican Na­ 
tional Convention has conferred on me 
In the nomination which you formally 
tender. 
I accept It with full apprecia­ 
tion of the responsibility it imposes. 
Gentlemen, the strength of the Re­ 
publican cause in the campaign at 
hand Is in the fact that we represent 
the policies essential to the reform of 
known abuses, to the continuance of 
liberty and true prosperity, and that 
we are determined, as our platform un­ 
equivocally declares, to maintain them 
and carry them on. For more than ten 
years this country passed through an 
epoch of material development far be­ 
yond any that ever occurred In the 
world before. 
In Its course, certain 
evils crept In. Some prom inent and in­ 
fluential members of the community, 
spurred by financial success and In 
their hurry for greater wealth, became 
unm indful of the common rules of 
business honesty and fidelity and of 
the limitations Imposed by law upon 
their action. This became known. The 
revelations of the breaches of trust, 
the disclosures as to rebates and dis­ 
criminations by railways, the accum u­ 
lating evidence of the violation of the 
anti trust law by a num ber of corpora­ 
tions, the overissue of stocks and bonds 
on Interstate railw ays for the unlaw ful 
enriching of directors and for the pur­ 
pose of concentrating control of rail­ 
ways In one management, all quick­ 
ened the conscience of the people, and 
brought on a moral aw akening among 
them that boded well for the future of 
the country. 


W h a t Roosevelt H as Done. 
The man who form ulated the expres­ 
sion of the popular conscience and who 
led the movement for practical reform 
was 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
He 
laid 
down the doctrine that the rich violator 
of the law should be as amenable to 
restraint and punishment as the of­ 
fender w ithout wealth and w ithout in­ 
fluence, aud be proceeded by recom­ 
mending legislation aud directing ex­ 
ecutive action to make that principle 
good In actual i>erformance. 
President Roosevelt directed suits to 
be brought and prosecutions to be In­ 
stituted under the anti trust law, to en­ 
force its provisions against the most 
powerful of the industrial corporations. 
Ile pressed to passage the pure food 
law and the meat inspection law la the 
interest of the health of the public, 
oleau business methods and great ulti­ 
mate benefit to the trades themselves. 
Ile recommended the passage of a law, 
which the Republican convention bas 
since specifically approved, restricting 
the future issue of stocks aud bonds by 
Interstate railw ays to such as may be 
authorized by Federal authority. 


Chief Fu nct io n of Next A dm in ist ra ti on 
The chief function of the next Ad­ 
ministration, in my judgm ent, is dis­ 
tinct from, and a progressive develop­ 
ment of that which has been performed 
by 
President 
Roosevelt. 
The chief 
function of the next Administration is 
to complete and perfect the machinery 
by which these standards may be main 
tai nod, by which tile lawbreakers may 
be promptly restrained and punished, 
but which shall operate with sufficient 
accuracy and dispatch to interfere with 
legitim ate business as little as possible. 
Such machinery is not now adequate. 


Physical Valuation of Railways. 
Some of the suggestions of the Demo 
cretic platform relate really to this 
subordinate and ancillary machinery 
to which I have referred. Take for In­ 
stance the so-called "physical valuation 
of railw ays.” 
It is clear that the sum 
of all rates or receipts of a railw ay, 
less proper expenses, should be limited 
to a fair profit upon the reasonable 
value of Its property, and th at lf the 
sum exceeds this measure, It ought to 
be reduced. The difficulty in enforcing 
the principle is In ascertaining w hat is 
the reasonable value of the company's 
property, and in fixing w hat is a fair 
profit. 
It Is clear th at the physical 
value of a railroad and its plant Is an 
element to be given weight In deter­ 
mining Its full value; but as President 
Roosevelt In his Indianapolis speech 
and the Supreme Court have In effect 
pointed out, the value of the railroad 
as a going concern, Including Its good 
will, due to efficiency of service and 
many other circumstances, may 
be 
much greater than the value of Its tan­ 
gible property, and It Is the former th at 
measures the Investment on which a 
fair profit must I* allowed. Then, too, 
the question w hat Is a fair profit is one 
Involving not only the rate of interest 
usually earned on normally safe Invest 
ments, but also a audit lent idiocratic* 
to make up for the risk of loss both 
of capital aud Interest In the original 
outlay, These considerations will have 


Justified 
the company 
In 
Imposing 
charges high enough to secure a fair 
income on the enterprise as a whole. 
The securities at market prices will 
have passed into the hands of subse 
quent purchasers from the original in­ 
vestors. 
Such circum stances should 
pfbperly affect the decision of the tri­ 
bunal engaged In determ ining whethet 
tho total Atty of rates charged Is reason­ 
able or excessive. 
To ignore them 
might so seriously and unjustly im­ 
pair settled values as to destroy all 
hope of restoring confidence and for­ 
ever end the inducement for Invest­ 
ment 
In 
new 
railroad 
construction 
: which, in returning prosperous times, 
is sure to be essential to our material 
progress. 
From w hat has been said, the proper 
conclusions would seem to be that In 
attem pting to determ ine w hether the 
entire schedule of rates of a railway is 
excessive, the physical valuation of the 
road is a relevant and im portant but 
not necessarily a controlling factor. 
I ain confident that the fixing of 
rates on the principles suggested above 
would not materially im pair the pres­ 
ent m arket values of railroad securi­ 
ties In most cases, for I believe that 
the normal increase In the value of 
railroad properties, especially In their 
term inals, will more than make up for 
the possible overcapitalization in ear­ 
lier .rears. 
In some cases, doubtless. 
ll will be found that overcapitalization 
is made an excuse for excessive rates. 
and then they should bo reduced; bul 
the consensus of opinion 
cents to be 
that the railroad rates generally in this 
country are reasonably low 
Conclusion 
That 
There 
Should 
Be 
Physical Valuation. 
I have discussed this, wit 
ie de­ 
gree of detail, merely to poi 
t that 
tile valuation by the Inter 
Com­ 
merce 
Commission 
of 
the 
tangible 
property of a railroad is proper and 
may from time to time bo necessary in 
settling certain issues which may come 
before them, and that no evil or injus­ 
tice can come from valuation in such 
cases, if it be understood that the re­ 
sult is to be used for a ju st purpose, 
and the right to a fair profit under all 
the circum stances of the investm ent is 
recognized. 
National Control of In ter st ate C o m ­ 
merce Corporation. 
Another suggestion in respect to sub 
ordinate aud ancillary machinery ne 
essary to carry out Republican polit ic? 
Is that of the incorporation under Na­ 
tional law or the licensing by National 
license or enforced registry of compa­ 
nies engaged in interstate trade. 
The 
fact is that nearly all corporations do^ 
! ing a commercial business are engaged 
in Interstate commerce, and if the}' all 
were required to take out a Federal 
license or a Federal charter, the bur­ 
den upon the Interstate business of the 
country would become intolerable. 
It Is necessary, therefore, to devise 
some means for classifying and insur­ 
ing Federal supervision of such cor­ 
porations as have the power and tem p­ 
tation to effect restraints of interstate 
! trade and monopolies. 
Such corpora 
tious constitute a very small percent­ 
age of all engaged in interstate bust 
I ness. 
Constru cti on of A n t i - T r u s t Law. 
The possible operation of the anti- 
! trust law under existing rulings of tile 
I Supreme Court lias given rise to sug­ 
gestions for its necessary amendment 
to prevent its application 
to cases 
which It Is believed were never in tile 
contemplation of the fram ers of the 
statute. 
Take two instances: 
A mer­ 
chant or m anufacturer engaged in a 
legitimate business that covers certain 
States, wishes t• > sell bis business .Hid 
his good will. and so In the terms of 
tho sale obligates himself to the pur 
chaser not to go Into the same busk 
ness in those States. 
Such a restraint 
of trade has alw ays been enforced at 
common law. Again, the employees of 
an Interstate railway combine and en­ 
ter upon a peaceable and lawful strike 
to secure better wages. 
At common 
law* this was not a restraint of trade 
or commerce or a violation of the 
rights of the company or of the public. 
Neither ease ought to be made a viola 
tion of the anti-trust law. 
My own 
Impression is that th.- suprem e Court 
would hold that neither of these In­ 
stances is within its inhibition, blit, if 
they arc to be so regarded, general leg­ 
islation amending the law is necessary 
The proposal to compel every cor­ 
poration to sell its commodities at the 
same price the country over, allowing 
for transportation, is utterly imprac­ 
ticable. 
If it cun lie shown that In or­ 
der to drive out competition, a corpo­ 
ration owning a large part of the plant 
producing uu article is selling in one 
part of the country, where It has com­ 
petitors, ut a low and unprofitable 
price, and iii another part of the coun­ 
try, where it bas none, at an exori I- 
tant price, this Is evidence that It Is a t­ 
tem pting an unlawful monopoly, ami 
justifies conviction under the anti trust 
laws but the proposal to supervise the 
business of corporations in such a way 
as to fix the price of commodttle* and 
j compel the sale at such price Is as ab- 
! surd and socialistic a plank as was 
lever Inserted In a Democratic political 
platform. 
A d v a n t a g e of Combination of Capital. 
The combination of capital in large 


I plants to m anufacture goods with the 
greatest economy is just as necessary 
as the assem bling of the parts of ti 
machine to the economical and more 
rapid 
m anufacture of w hat In old 
times was made by band. 
The Gov­ 
ernment should not Interfere with one 
any more- than the other. 
W h a t Is r n Unlawful T ru s t ? 
W hen, however, 
<'.<*h combinations 
are not based ou any economic prin­ 
ciple, but are made merely for the pur­ 
pose of controlling the market, 
to 
m aintain or raise prices, restrict output 
and -drive out competitors, the public 
derives no benefit and we have a mo­ 
nopoly. 
It Is 
Important, 
therefore, 


th at such large aggregations of cap­ 
ital and combination should be con­ 
trolled so that the public may have 
the advantage of reasonable prices 
and th at the avenues of enterprise 
may be kept open to the individual and 
the smaller corporation w lshlng to en­ 
gage In business. 
Many enterprises have been organ­ 
ized on the theory that mere aggrega­ 
tion of all, or nearly all, existing plants 
In a line of manufacture, w ithout re­ 
gard to economy of production, de 
strovs competition. 
They have, most 
of them, gone into bankruptcy. 
Com­ 
petition In a profitable business will 
not be affected by the mere aggrega­ 
tion of many existing plants under one 
company, unless the company thereby 
effects great economy, the benefit of 
which it shares with the public, or 
takes some illegal method to avoid 
compete ion and to perpetuate a hold 
on the business. 
P rop er T r e a t m e n t of Trus ts. 
Unlawful trusts should be restrained 
with all the efficiency of injunctive 
process, and the persons engaged in 
maintaining them should be punished 
w ith all the severity of criminal pros­ 
ecution, In order that the methods, pur­ 
sued In the operation of their business 
shall be brought within the law. 
To 
destroy them and to eliminate the 
wealth they represent from the pro­ 
ducing capital of the country would 
entail enormous loss, and wmuld throw 
out of employment myriads of work­ 
ingmen and workingwomen. 
Such a 
result is wholly unnecessary to the ac­ 
complishment of the need oil reform, 
and will inflict upon the Innocent far 
greater 
punishment than 
upon 
the 
guilty. 
Destructive P olicy of Democratic P la t­ 
form. 
Tho Democratic platform does not 
propose to destroy the plants of the 
trusts physically, but it proposes to 
do the same thing in a different way. 
The business of this country is large­ 
ly dependent on a protective system of 
tariffs. 
The business done by many 
of the so called ‘‘trusts” Is protected 
with the other business of the country. 
The Democratic platform proposes to 
take off the tariff In all articles com­ 
ing into competition with those pro­ 
duced by the so called “trusts,” and 
to put them on the free list. 
If such 
a course would be utterly destructive 
of their business, as Is Intended. It 
would not only destroy the trusts, but 
all of their smaller competitors. 
The 
ruthless and Impracticable character 
of the proposition grows plainer as Its 
effects upon the whole community are 
realized. 
To take the < ourse suggested by the 
Democratic platform lu these- matters 
Is to Involve the entire community, in­ 
nocent as It Is, in the punishment of 
the guilty, while our policy Is to stamp 
out the specific evil. 
This difference 
between the policies of the two great 
parties is of especial importance In 
view of the present condition of busi­ 
ness. 
After ten years of the most re 
markable material development and 
prosperity, there came a financial strin­ 
gency, a panic and an industrial de­ 
pression. 
This wos brought about not 
only by the enormous expansion of 
business plants aud business invest­ 
ments which could not be readily con­ 
verted, but also by the waste of capi­ 
tal, In extravagance of living, In wars 
and other catastrophes. 
Republican Doctrine of Protection. 
The Republican doctrine of protec­ 
tion, as definitely announced by the 
Republican convention of this year 
aud by previous conventions, Is that a 
turiff shall Lie imposed on all Imported 
products, whether of the factory, farm 
or mine, sufficiently great to equal the 
difference between the cost of produc­ 
tion abroad and at home, aud that this 
difference should, of course, include 
the 
difference 
between 
the 
higher 
wages paid in this country and the 
wages paid abroad and embrace a rea­ 
sonable profit to the American pro­ 
ducer. 
A system of proteetlou thus 
adopted ami put iii force has led to 
the establishm ent of a rate of wages 
here that has gieaily enhanced the 
standard of living of the laboring man. 
It Is the policy of the Republican party 
permanently to continue that standard 
of living. 
In i v ! tin* Dingle}* Tariff 
Bill was passed, under which we have 
had, as already said, a period of enor­ 
mous prosperity. 


Necessity For Revision of Tariff 
The 
consequent 
material 
develop 
meat lins greatly changed the condi­ 
tions under which many articles de­ 
scribed by the schedules of tile tariff 
are now produced. 
The tariff in a 
number of the schedules exceeds the 
difference between the cost of produc­ 
tion of such articles abroad and at 
borne, including a reasonable profit to 
the American producer. 
The excess 
over that difference serves no useful 
purpose, hut offers a temptation to 
those who would monopolize the pro­ 
duction und the sale of such articles 
In this country, to profit by the excess­ 
ive rate. On the other hnnd, there are 
other schedules In which the tariff Is 
not sufficiently high to give the meas 
ure of protection which they should re 
celve upon Republican principles, aud 
ns to those the tariff should lie raised. 
A revision of the tariff undertaken 
Upon this principle, which ta at the 
basis of our present business system, 
begun promptly upon the Incoming of 
tho new administration, and considerer! 
at a special session with the prelimi­ 
nary Investigations already begun bv 
the 
appropriate committees 
of 
the 
House and Senate, will make the dis­ 
turbance of business Incident to such 
a change as little as possible. 


Labor and W h a t the Republican Party 
Has Done For It. 
We come ii 
to the question of la­ 
bor. 
One Import,!u, ; ...se of the pol- , 
Ides of the present Administration has i 
been an anxiety to secure for the wage* 
earner an equality of opportunity aud 
such positive statutory protection us 


•ball place him on * level In dealing 
with his employer. 
The Republican 
party hts passed an employers’ liabil­ 
ity act for interstate railroads, and has 
established an eight bour law for gov­ 
ernment employees end on government 
construction. 
The essence of the re­ 
form effected by the former Is the 
abolition of the fellow-servant rule, 
and the Introduction of the com para­ 
tive negligence theory by which an em- 
ploy*, in ju re In the 
employer doc, not lose his right to re- 
cover because of slight negligence on 
his part. 
Then there Is Hie act pro­ 
viding for compensation for injury to 
government employees, together w ith 
the various statutes requiring safety 
appliances upon Interstate commerce 
railroads for the protection of their 
1 employees, and limiting the hours of 
their employment. 
These are allI in­ 
stances of tim desire of the Repute- 
I I lean party to do justice to the wage- 
’ earner. 
Doubtless a more comprehen­ 
sive measure for compensation of gov­ 
ernm ent employees will be adopted in 
the future. 
To give to employees their proper 
position In such a controversy, to en­ 
able 
them 
to 
maintain 
themselves 
against employers having great cap­ 
ital. they may well unite, because in 
union there is strength and w ithout It 
each individual laborer and employee 
would be helpless. 
The promotion of 
Industrial peace through the instru­ 
mentality of the trade agreem ent Is 
often one of tho results of such union 
when Intelligently conducted. 
There Is a large boily of laborers, 
however, skilled and unskilled, who 
are not organized Into unions. 
Their 
rights before the law are exactly tho 
same as those of the union men, and 
are to bo protected with the same care 
and watchfulness. 
In order to Induce their employer 
Into a compliance with their request 
for changed terms of employment, 
workmen have the right to strike In a 
body. 
They have a right to use such 
persuasion as they may, provided it 
does not reach the point of duress, to 
lead their reluctant co-laborers to Join 
them tu their union against their em ­ 
ployer, and they have a right, lf they 
choose, to accumulate funds to support 
tl^ge engaged in a strike, to delegate 
'WgD&cers the power to direct the ac­ 
tio n e r the union, and to w ithdraw 
themselves and their associates from 
dealings with, or giving custom to 
those with whom they are In contro­ 
versy. 
W hat Labor Cannot L aw fully Do. 
W hat they have not the right to do 
Is to injure their employees property, 
to Injure their employer's business by 
use of threat* or method* of physical 
duress against thus* who would work 
for bim, or deal with him, or by car­ 
rying on what is sometimes known as 
a secondary boycott against bi* cus­ 
tomers or thuse with whom he deals. 
It has l»een claimed that Injunctions 
do not Issue to protect anything but 
property rights, and that business Is 
not a property right; but such a propo­ 
sition Is wholly Inconsistent with *11 
the decisions of the coarts. The Su­ 
preme (Y»urt of the United States says 
that the Injunction is a remedy to pro­ 
tect property or rights of a |x*cunlary 
nature, and we may well subm it to th* 
considerate judgment of all laymen 
whether the right of a man In his busi­ 
ness Is not as distinctly a right of a 
pecuniary nature as the right to hts 
horse or his bouse or the stock of goods 
on his shelf; and the Instance* in 
which injunctions to protect business 
have I-cen upheld by all courts are so 
many that It is futile further to dUcuaa 
the proposition. 
It Is difficult to tell the meaning of 
the Democratic platform upon this sub- 
joe! 
It says 
“Questions of Judicial practice have 
arisen especially in connection w ith In­ 
dustrial disputes. We deem th at the 
parties 
ti* 
all 
Judicial 
proceedings 
should l*e treated with rigid im partial­ 
ity, and that injunctions should not be 
issued in any cases in which Injunc­ 
tions would not issue if no industrial 
dispute were invo!\oil ” 
This declaration Is disingenuous. 
It 
seem s to have I 
ti loosely d r a w n w ith 
the especial purpose of rendering it 
susceptible tootle Interpretation by one 
set of men and to a diam etrically oppo­ 
site Interpretation by another. 
It does 
not aver that injunctions should not 
Issue In Industrial disputes, but only 
that they should not issue merely IjjF 
cause they are Industrial disputes, and 
yet those responsible for the declare 
Hon must have known that no one has 
ever maintained that the fact th at a 
dispute was industrial gave any basis 
for issuing an injunction In reference 
thereto. 
The declaration seems to tie drawn In 
its present vague and ambiguous shoer 
in order to persuade some people that It 
Is a declaration agalust the issuing of 
injunctions In any Industrial dispute, 
whllu at the same time It may tee pos­ 
sible to ex|* nm to tho average plain 
rltizen who objects to class distinctions 
filii no such Intention exists at all. 
Our position Is clear and unequivocal. 
We are anxious to prevent even an ap­ 
pearance of any injustice to labor In 
the Issuance of Injunctions, not lu a 
spirit of favoritism to one set of our 
fellow citizens, but of justice to all of 
our fellow citizens. The reason for ex­ 
ercising or refusing to ex ercise Ute 
power of Injunction m ust tee found ItP 
the character of tho unlawful Injury 
and not In the character or class of the 
persons who Inflict this Injury. 
The man who has a business which 
Is being unlawfully injured is entitled 
to the remedies which the law has al­ 
ways given him, no m atter who has in 
fileted the injuries. 
Otherwise, 
we 
shall have clans legislation uujust In 
principle aud likely to sap tho founda­ 
tions of a free government.

Mob Takes Quartette Out of a 
Kentucky Jail. 


SWING FROM SAME TREF. 


Victim *, Member* of a Lodge In 
the 
Vicinity of Ru**ellville, Said to Have 
Expressed G ratification O ver Murdet 
of W hite Man by Black Tenant. 


Russellville, Ky., Aug. 
I.—Virgil, 
Tom and Robert Jones and Joe Riley, 
all negroes, were taken from the Rus 
Bellville Jail and hanged to a tree at 
an early hour today. 
No shots were fired by the mob, 
which was composed of abo st 
fifty 
men, and the people of 
this 
town 
knew nothing of the affair ;nTsI day­ 
light revealed the four bodies dang­ 
ling from a tree just outside of Rus­ 
sellville on the Russellville pike*. 
The following note was pinned on 
one of the bodies: 
“Let this be a 
warning to you niggers to let white 
people alone or you will go the same 
way. 
Hugh Rogers had better shut 
up or quit.” 
The 
negroes 
who 
were 
lynched 
were members of a lodge, and at a 
meeting recently it is said they ap­ 
proved of the murder of James Cun­ 
ningham. a white farmer, by his negro 
tenant, Rufus Browder. 
This murder 
occurred in 
the 
southern 
part 
of 
Logan county. It is supposed the mob 
was made up of men from that part 
of the county. 
The murder 
which 
started 
the 
trouble was one of the most brutal 
in 
the 
history 
of 
Logan 
county. 
Browder, who was a tenant on 
the 
Cunningham's place, had 
been 
dis­ 
charged, and upon leaving swore ven­ 
geance. 
Next day he returned and 
lay in wait for Cunningham. 
When 
the latter came near his hiding place 
Browder fired at him, killing him in­ 
stantly. 
The negro then escaped, but 
was captured and placed in jail at Rus- 
sellvlle. 
A 
mob 
was 
immediately 
formed, but th4, sheriff, hearing vio­ 
lence would be attempted, had Brow­ 
der taken into the woods for the night 
and when the mob made its appear­ 
ance succeeded in convincing them 
the negro wa> not in jail. 
The band 
dispersed and next morning Browder 
was taken to Bowling Green and then 
to Louisville. 
The meeting of the negro lodge and 
the indorsement of Browder’s deed oc 
curred immediately afterward. 
The tree en whi< h the negroes w< re 
hanged had been used before for the 
same purpose.
